“No mark of honor, public or private, 


has been withheld in all these ceremon- 
les, said the CW rgé, and in this te'e- 
gram I cannot adequately express the 
extreme consideration which the Japa- 
nese Governme™t, official and unofficial, 
has shown in this sad event. The Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, in a communi- 
cation requesting me to tender my gov- 
ernment in the name of the Imperial 
Government, his sincere condolences, 
stated: ; 

“ ‘It gives me high gratification that 
since his excelleney came to this country 
in 1913 to represent his country as its 
ambassador, the friendly relations be- 
tween the tow countries have grown 
closer and firmer than ever.“ 

The presence of Prince and Princess 
Nashritmoto, personally representing 
the Emperor and Empress, and sever! 
other Princes and Princesses of royal 
blood at the funeral services in Tokio 
Tuesday, added to the imposing tribute 
The services were held at the Trinity 
Episcopal Cathedral, ‘A squadron of cav- 
alry and a military band escorted the 
body from the American Embassy to the 
ch eb, through streets lined by several 
regiments of infantry, while the side- 
walks were filled with people who stood 
respectfully with uncovered heads, as 
the procession passed...

The entire diplomatic corps 
acted as honorary pallbearers. 

During the services, which were con- 
ducted by Bishop John McKim, Protes- 
tant Episcopal Bishop of Tokio, and on 
the march to the “tation, there were a:- 
tillery salutes in honor of the dead.

The Japanese Government has invited 
Mrs. Guthrie to accompany the body on 
the Japanese warshrip which will con- 
vey it to the United States.

The usual 
neutrality restrictions as to coaling and 
length of stay will be suspended. Of-

CHANGING THE COW'S FEED 


Care Should Be Taken in Turning 
Her on Pasture. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., March 1. ——It is im- 
portant that all changes in the feed of 
dairy cows, including the change to 
fresh pasture, should be made gradual- 
ly; and good milk producing animals 
should be fed some grain in addition to 
their pasturage until they become ar- 
customed to grazing, according to a 
statement issued by the Missowri Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Experiments con- 
ducted by.the college show that a sud- 
den change in pasture in the spring is 
likely to cause the cows to be underfed 
for several days and as a result there 

will be a drop in milk flow.

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PRINTS OF vm 
BOY'S KIDNAPERS 


Are Compared With Bertillon 
Records of So-Called Black- 
Hand Plotters. 


Fingerprints found on a lamp chim- 
ney, a coffee pot and several soda and 
milk bottles, taken from the rooms in 
the rear of 100 High street, where 
Frank Viviano was imprisoned by kid- 
napers, were compared today in the po- 
lice Bertillon department with recorded 
fingerprin of Italians registered as 
having been implicated in so-called 
Black Hand pilots. 

A black powder: was sprinkled over 
the articles and impressions taken on 
paper of all the fingerprints appearing 
on them. Then impressions of the fin- 
gers of the detectives who handled 
them were taken, and those on the ar- 
ticles corresponding to them eliminated. 
There remained several well-developed 
prints, thougfit to have been made by 
the boy’s abductors. 

The prints will also be used in compar- 
ison with those of any suspects who are 
arrested. It is pointed out at police 
headquarters that it has seldom been 
possible to catch criminals by means of 
finger prints, but that these have been 
useful in identifying them after they 
are .caught. 


Kidnapers Had 15-Hour Start. 
It was not until about 15 hours after 
the lad was freed by his captors, Tues- 
day night, that detectives went with 
him to the vicinity of his release, and 
were led by him to the place where he 
had been held. The kidnapers had this 
long a start, in which they effected 
their escape. 
The Detective Department and the 
boy’s father, Gaetano Viviano, wealthy 
macaroni manufacturer, today mutually 
accused each other of responsibility for 
the delay. According to the police, 
Viviano refused them permission to take 
the boy immediately on a-search of the 
neighborhood, on the ground that the 
child was weary and that his mother 
was waiting for him at home. 
Chief Allender said that the detectives 
would not have been upheld by the de- 
partment had they attempted to take 
the boy by force from the custody of 
his father. Even the next morning, ac- 
cordin:; to Allender, detectives had to 
argue with Viviano half an hour before 
he would permit his son to aid the de- 
partment. 

Viviane Denies Accusation, 

Viviano reports that if the police had 
suggested a prompt search he would 
gladly have placed his automobile at 
their disposal. He declared the detect- 
ives were trying to make him a scape- 
goat for the kidnapers’ escape. 
The grand jury will begin tomorrow 
an investigation into the case, with 
Viviano, his. wife and Frank summoned 
as witnesses, in an attempt to prove 
whether, as the police assert, Viviano 
paid a ransom for the return of his son. 
This, under the law, would be regard- 
ed as compounding a felony. 
A threatening letter, signed with a 
crudely daun black hand, was re- 
ceived this morning through the mails 
by the Rev. Father John J. Butler of 
St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Church, Four- 
teenth and O’Fallon streets, who two 
days ago found the Viviano boy crying 
on the street near his church and noti- 
fied the police. 
The letter, written on the soiled back 
of a manila envelope and mailed in a 
dirty white envelope, says: ‘‘You think 
you wise. Help police get us, we get 
you. Beware.“ Father Butler said he 
suspects some friend is attempting a 
joke at his expense.

Representative Frank H. Farris, 
Democratic floor leader, explained that, 
after the State had been unable to 
dispose of the bonds, Kelly & Kelly 
worked out a plan under which they 
could be sold and that, on the promise 
of Gov. Major, Treasurer Deal, Auditor 
Gordon and Attorney-Gereral Barker, 
who were in office at the time, that 
they could buy the bonds, unfolded the 
plan. 
He told that the firm arranged with 
a New York life insurance company to 
take the bonds, and that the life in- 
surance company was informed by the 
State officials that Kelly & Kelly had 
authority to negotiate the sale of the 
bonds. 
“When Kelly & Kelly had made all 
arrangements and had expended several 
thousand dollars in the negotiations,” 
Farris said, they came to Jefferson 
City to get the bonds and found that 
Missouri’e tango Governor had broken 
faith with them, had repudiated an 
honest obligation of the State and had 
turned the bonds over to a St. Louis 
trust company, who made something 
like $130,000 out of the deal. This firm 
is entitled to its money. It is a just‘ 
debt and the State should pay for it.“ 
Representative Bradley of Dunklin 
County declared: ‘‘The State has paid 
this commission once, and. if this bond- 
ing firm is entitled to this money, some- 
body ought to be in the penitentiary. We 
send hog thieves and horse thieves to 
the penitentiary, and we ought to send 
other kinds of thieves there, if there is 
anything to this. 
J am not willing to brand an ex- 
Governor of Missouri, but, if this ap- 
propriation is aliqwed, that is exactly 
what we will be doing. The ex-Gover- 
nor has said that this firm is not en- 
titled to anything.” 

Bradley Asks a Question. - 

Bradley demanded of Farris: Do you 
say to this House that Gov. Major stole 
this plan of Kelly & Kelly and turned it 
over to the St. Louis trust company?“ 

No,“ replied Farris, ‘‘but I do say 
that the erstwhile Governor, the tango 
Governor of Missouri, to preserve him- 
self and to take all of the credit for the 
sale of these bonds to himself, repudi- 
ated his solemn promise to Kelly & 
Kelly. I say that, when the time came 
to pay for the thought and gray mat- 
ter which alone made possible the sale 
of these bonds, he robbed a citizen of 
this State of the honor and credit for 
the plan and attempted to take it to 
himself.“ 

„ 1 am not willing to say,“ responded 
Bradley, that my Governor had stolen 
this contract.“ 

Several other members joined in the 
debate, and Representative Norman of 
Stoddard County offered an amendment 
to reject the appropriation. 

Representative Fulbright of Ripley 
County offered a substitute to make the 
appropriation $5000. This was defeated 
and the Norman amendment then was 
defeated on roll call by a large major- 
ity. 

The appropriation of $20,000 was per- 
mitted to remain in the bill. 

The Post-Dispatch nearly two years 
ago told of the maner in which Kelly 
and Kelly were deprived of the hand- 
ling of the bonds. At that time inter- 
views with Gordon and Barker, who 
ontended the bond brokers were entitled 
to the full claim of $47,000, and with 
Deal, whg contended they were entitled 
to about $6000, were published. Gov. 
Major, in an interview, said they were 
entitied to nothing. He vetoed an ap- 
propriation for them of $18,000 two vears 
ago.

COMPENSATION BILL 
PUT ON MISSOURI 
SENATE CALENDAR 


So Far Down, However, It Is Not 
Likely to Be Reached in Reg- 
ular Course of Procedure. 


EFFORT TO ADVANCE IT 


Insufficient Votes Are Obtained 
to Make Measure Special 
Order for Friday. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


JEFFERSON City. “March 14.—The 
workmen’s compensation bill is believed 
to have been killed yesterday afternoon 
in the Senate when a motion to sus- 
‘pend the rules and make it a special or- 
der for Friday morning failed. The 
only hope its advocates have is that 
public sentiment again will force sup- 
port of the measure. 

The bill failed of engrossment when 
it first was called up in the House, but 
immediately members began hearing 
from home, and the demands for the 
measure were so strong that it was re- 
considered two weeks ago and engrossed 
with less than a dozen dissenting votes 
Labor leaders and friends of the com- 
pensation bill today expressed the hope 
that the Senate would be moved by a 
similar public demand. 

Bill Offered Early in Season. 

The measure, drawn by former Sen- 
ator Alroy S. Phillips of St. Louis, after 
many conferences with representatives 
of labor, employers, lawyers, insurance 
men and physicians, was introduced 
simultaneously in the Senate and House 
at the beginning of the session of the 
Legislature. It was referred by the Sen- 
ate Committee of Life and Other In- 
surance and Workmen's Compensation, 
but never reported, and Tuesday the 
House bill was referred to the same com- 
mittee. 

Yesterday Carter of Clark County de- 
manded that the Senate bill be returned 
to the Senate by the committee. This 
was done, although the session is too 
far advanced for the bill to go through 
the ‘legal. process necessary for it to 
pass the Senate and go to the House for 
passage. With the Senate bill, the com- 
mittee returned the House bill with a 
recommendation that it do not pass. 
Under the rules this killed the bill unless 
18 Senators should vote to place it on 
the calendar, notwithstanding the rec- 
ommendation. 

Carter was able to get the votes and 
the bill went on the calendar, but he 
failed in an effort to have it made a 
special order, a proceeding which he 
considered necessary to get it before the 
Senate for consideration in time for 
passage. 

The Senators voting in favor of a con- 
sideration of the bill were Baldwin, 
Campbell, Carter, Cook, Goodson, Har- 
ris, Harrison, McClintic, McGruder, 
Mayes, Mitchell, Moore, Stark, Welch 
avd Yancey (15). 

Those voting against it were Anderson, 
Bates, Bronson, Buford, Casey. Duncan, 
Elder, Ford, Gardner, Greene, Kinney, 


‘| McKnight, Morton, Warner, Whitledge 


and Wiget (16). 
At Bettom of Calendar. 
Eighteen votes were needed to make 


the bill a special order, and as they 
were not obtained, the bill went to the 
bottom of the Senate calendar of House 
bills for third reading. It is not prob- 
able that it will be reached before ad- 
journment. 

No definite time has been fixed for 
ending the session, but it is probable it 
will adjourn by noon Monday, if not be- 
fore. Virtually all of the remaining 
time will be occupied with consideration 
of the appropriation bills and the Gard- 
ner administration measures. 

There is talk among members of 
speeding up legislation in an effort to 
adjourn Sunday, because of the threat- 
ened railroad strike, and the desire of 
members to reach their homes as soon 
as possible. If this should be done there 
is Uttla probability that the compensa- 
tion bill will get before the Senate for 
a final vote.“ It ia thought there would 
be enough votes to pass it if a vote 
should be ken on the direct proposi- 
tion of passage. Some members who 
in reality oppose the bill would be afraid 
to. vote against it, but vote against col- 
lateral motions which delay it, such as 
the motion yesterday to make it a spe- 
cial order.

The sinking of the American steamship Algon- 
quin by a German submarine is one of those 
events which are now to be accepted as a matter 
of course. It calls for no manifestations of sur- 
prise or excitement, nor is there anything in 
particular to be done about it. Whether entitled 
to protection on account of American registry or 
not, the ship was registered and flew the Ameri- 
can flag. 

The Government is 88 in arming Amer- 
ican ships, which will enable them to protect 
themselves against gunfire attacks such as de- 
stroyed the Algonquin. Until that task is com- 
pleted no further measures can be taken. We 
shall lose many ships before we are through with 
this wretched German business, and we might as 
well begin by being philosophical about it, as the 
British and French have long been. 

The Germans are doing what they threatened 
to do—sinking all neutral as well as belligerent 
ships, without warning. The United States is 
doing what it notified Germdny that it would do 
if that policy were carried out—arming its mer- 
chant ships and putting navy gun crews in charge 
of their defense. It is practically a state of war, 
without a declaration of war on either side. 

Nor is a declaration of war necessary on our 
part at this time, so far as the protection of 
American shipping is concerned. The Navy De- 
partment is doing all that can be done and the 
final test will not come until an armed Amer- 
ican ship encounters a German submarine. 

The attack upon the Algonquin, which came 
without warning, has simplified the work of the 
Navy Department in framing orders for the gun 
crews of the merchant ships. It is no longer nec- 
essary to assume that German submarine com- 
manders.may intend to respect the law of visit 
and search in dealing with American ships. It 
is evident that American ships are henceforth to 
be treated like British or French ships and sunk 
at sight. American gunners must, therefore, act 
accordingly and take no chances with German 
submarines. It is to be presumed that the pur- 
pose of the submarine is hostile. 

Count von Bernstorff told the correspondents 
in Copenhagen when they asked him if there 
would be war between the United States and Ger- 
many, “If we sink an American we shall undoubt- 
edly get war.“ The American ship has been sunk, 
although no lives were lost. We may take it for 
granted that by the time Congress convenes the 
issue between the United States and Germany will 
have been to clarified by the German submarines 
that all the elements of doubt will- be eliminated.

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IMPERATIVE PREPAREDNESS. 

The report that the President will make special 
and urgent recommendation of preparedness 
measures to Congress for the extraordjnary session 
is good news. The intimation that he will urge 
some plan of universal military training is par- 
ticularly gratifying. 

We have now reached the verge of war, with its 
unknown possibilities of struggle and disaster, and 
we must adept, for national safety, a thoroughly 
defined and comprehensive policy of military pre- 
paration on land as well as sea, equal to any 
emergency that may arise. 

We do not want a huge standing army. We need 
a large body of trained and equipped men ready to 
serve on notice of need. 

The only adequate, democratic method of assur- 
ing this end is universal obligatory military train- 
ing, with obligatory service in the event of war. 
The plan places the burden of military prepara- 
tion and service equally on all able-bodied, avall- 
able citizens; it assures a sufficient trained force 
for all emergencies or war requirements; it makes 
a large standing army unnecessary; it raises the 


moral stamina for peace as well as war. 

Senator Chamberlain says he will press his bill 
for passage. The measure embodies a good begin- 
hing, but should be amended in detail. A sound 
measure could be passed by taking the best fea- 
tures of the army staff bill with the best features 
of the Chamberlain bill. But an immediate be- 
ginning should be made. The men of military 
age in the country should be put to work this sum- 
mer preparing for efficient service whenever the 
necessity of national defense demands it.

8 necessary articles of furniture, 

particularly if the kitchen de 
a small one, and the housekeeper who 
once installs the bag system will never. 
do without it, according to one en- 
thusiast. 

First, there is the paper bag. This 
is not made of paper, however, but 
rather of a stout piece of blue and 
white ticking. It is an oblong affair, 
not unlike a pillow case, and is open 
at one end. 

It is furnished with a long strap 
handle, made of a double strip.of the 
ticking, by which the bag is suspended 
over two hooks, so arranged that it 
hangs flat against the side of the wall 
or cupboard. Into this the housekeeper 
stuffs all waste papers that come into 
the kitchen—paper bags, newspapers, 
anything of the sort. 

Then, too, there are the bags which 
are of use in the refrigerator. A bag 
crocheted of rather coarse white cot- 
ton is just the right thing into which 
to put the lettuce or romaine or endive, 
for the salad to cool after it has been 
thoroughly washed. Another, a long, 
slender affair, similarly crocheted, 18 
for the stalks of celery which have 
also been separated and washed, and 
need only to be well chilled before serv- 
ing. 

Jelly bags, of course, have their own 
place in every well appointed kitchen 
where jelly is ever made. These are 
usually of cheesecloth. Unbleached cot- 
ton is used for the bags through which 
soup may be strained, and small bags 
of cotton, with a very tiny opening at 
the lower point, are useful for orna- 
menting fancy cakes, as the icing may 
te squeezed through into desired shapes 
and may thus be formed into regular

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The union members note that there 
is a demand for instruction of a higher 
type than is now usually given in a 
public elementary school. This demand, 
they say, has not found any general ex- 
pression, owing to the fact that it is 
well known that there is no opportunity 
of satisfying it, excepting in a few 
cases, such as London, Manchester, etc. 


HE National Union of Teachers, 
representing nearly 100,000 school 
teachers in London, -England, has 
adopted a comprehensive scheme of ed- 
ucational reforms. The first proposal 
on the program is that compulsory ed- 
ucation shall extend from the age of 5 
to the age of 18, and every young per- 
son between these ages shall be required 
to show that he or she is receiving ed- 
ucation sufficient and satisfactory in a 
recognized educational institution. Lo 
cal education authorities shall be re- 
quired to make by-laws governing at- 
tendance at school. Such by-laws shall 
provide for full time attendance to the 
age of 14. They may require full time 
attendance to the age of 16 or 16, but in 
such case partial exemption for bene- 
ficial employment may be allowed be- 
tween the age of 14 and 16 or 16, re- 
spectively. 

Beyond the age of fuil time or half 
time exemption the attendance shall be 
during such hours and for such periods 
as the local authority may, by by-law, 
determine, provided that such attend- 
ance shall not be less than eight hours 
per week, except in holiday periods or 
other special circumstances. 

It is also proposed that every local 
education authority shall be required 
to insure the provision of adequate 
primary education, and the proper edu- 
cation authority shall also be empow- 
ered and required to provide schools 
or classes other than primary varying
